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“The Insiders” 


Immediately after World War II, the American people were subjected 
to 'd massive propaganda barrage which favored the Chinese Com rnui lists 
and frowned on the Chinese Nationalists, Nivvspaptrs, hooks, magazines, 
and experts in government did their best to convince Americans that the Red 
Chinese were not Communists at all, but were merely 44 agrarian reform- 
ers" seeking fair play for the Chinese people 1 

In the midst ul this propaganda blitz, our government completely 
turned its hack on the Nationalist Chinese m 1947, refusing even to sell 
them arms. By 1919, the Communist forces under Mao Tse-tung had seized 
all of mainland China After the Communist takeover, serious students of 
the situation lost no time in declaring that China had been lost in 
Washington, nut in Peking or Shanghai. And they were correct.* 

Eventually, the full truth about the Chinese Communists became 
widely known. A U.S. Senate Subcommittee Report, 1 published in 1971. 
contains gruesome statistics which show that the Chinese Cuimnujiisls have 
murdered as many as 54 million of their countrymen. Despite current 
propaganda to the contrary* Communist China continues to this day to be 
one of the most brutal tyrannies in the history of mankind. And the 
Chinese Reds have exported revolution and terror to every continent. 

The American people were misled thirty years ago. If the I ruth about 
China had been widely known, nur government would never have inter- 
vened in the Chinese struggle as it did. China would not have fallen into 
Communist hands; there would never have been a Korean War in the 1950s; 
and there would never have been a Vietnam War in the 1960s and 70s. The 
course uf history would have taken a far different path — lF only the 
American people had not been misled about the Chinese Communists. 

In the late 1950s, the American people were again misled. We were told 
that Fidel Castro was the ' Rubin Hood of the Sierra Maestro Mountains, 
and that he was the 'George Washington of Cuba.” Some Americans knew 


better and tried to spread the alarm. But, in spite of their efforts, our 
government repeated the process it bud followed in China and Castm 
eventually seized control of Cuba. 1

had been widel) known, our press arid mu govern nun it would never l Lave 
aided him, and he would never l Lave succeeded in capturing Cuba and in 
spreading Communist subversion throughout l.atin America — and now 
even into Africa, 

The l|Ucsliou we must ask ourselves today is: Arc there any other 
import ant, but similarly erroneous attitudes that have hern planted in the 
minds of Irhr American people? The answer is that there certainly are. 

One dangerously wrong attitude held b> many Americans Is that all 
prominent businessmen in America — the American capitalists as they are 
called — arc? by definition the a rrh -enemies of Communism 

In Fact, thr mere suggestion that a prominent capitalist, like David 
Rockefeller, is in league with Communists invites scorn or ridicule. The 
notion appears to many to be totally absurd because a man like David 
Rockefeller, it scums f would havti so much to lose if the Communists 
should ever triumph. 

Out, In the last few years, David Rockefeller s Chase Manhattan Rank 
has been favored by the Reds as the first American bank to open an office in 
Moscow, and also the first to do hi in Peking. And this same Chase Manhattan 
Rank has bankrolled the building of the: largest truck factory m the history of 
mankind, at the Kama River in the Soviet Union It is totally Inaccurate to 
consider David Rockefeller an enemy of Communism. 

It is also inaccurate to believe that all prominent businessmen in our 
nation are conservatives who are always the most determined opponents of 
socialistic government controls We agree that businessmen should be ant i- 
Commumste. and that they should be advocates of limited government, as 
given us by our Founding Fathers. RliL many arc not. 

As Communism continues to advance toward total world domination: us 
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America k place iri I Jit? world slip?; Irtim undisputed leadership to se^md- 
rate status; and as our own federal government's control over all of us 
grows with each passing day, many Americans are looting for an explan a 
Lion of what tiny see happening. 

We believe that the first step toward learning what is really going on in 
our country is the realization that some so-called capitalists are neither 
conservatives nor anti 'Communists. Instead, they are power seekers who are 
using their great wealth and influence to achieve political power, Thu 
program will take a hard look at what we perceive as an on- going drive for 
power. Not only the kind of power that flows from great wealth, but 
absolute power, the kind that can only lie achieved politically. We are 
going to take n look behind the headlines at I he men who really run onr 
country, the men whom jimmy Carter called 'the Insiders ' 

Who Is Running America? 

One of President jimmy Carter s lavurite themes during his campaign 
for the Presidency in 1976 was that, if he were elected* he would bring new 
faces and new ideas to Washington He repeatedly told campaign audi- 
ences that he was not part of the federal government and not beholden to 
the Washington- and New York-based Establishment that had been running 
things for so long. 

Perhaps the clearest example of his campaign oratory against what he 
called the Insiders was given at a Carter-! or- President rally in Boston on 
February 17, 197G What he said on that occasion showed up in a widely 
distributed pnperbauk, \/7/ Never Lie To You — Jimmy Carter in Uix Own 
Wards * On Page 4ft, Mr Carter s statement at that Boston bally is given as 
follows: 

"The people of this country know from bitter experience that we are 
not going to get these changes merely by shifting around the same 
groups of insiders . . The insiders have had their chance and they 
have not delivered. 

The message undoubtedly persuaded a good many Americans to cast their 
ballots for Jimmy Carter, for the existence of such an inside grump 
running things is both widely suspected, and widely resented. And yets 
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while the farmer Governor of Georgia played up to this resentment 
throughout the campaign, he carefully avoided naming any names or 
discussing any of the organisational ties of the easily identifiable 
Imidtinf. 

This, we intend to do f or we agree with Mr. Carter s campaign Oratory, 
that for several decades. America has been run by a group uf Establish- 
ment Insiders. We also intend to show that, despite his strung pledge to I he 
contrary, Jimmy Carter has literally tilled his Administration with these 
same individuals, Since Jimmy Carter moved into Washington, it has been 
business as usual for the Insiders who arc running the United States, 

The man popularly credited with devising the strategy thul landed 
Jimmy Carter in the White House is Hamilton Jordan A few weeks prior to 
the November 1978 election he stated 

"If, after the inauguration, you find a Cy Vance as Secretary of Slate 
and Zbigniew Rrzc/.inHi as head of National Security, then 1 would 
say we Failed, And t would quit. Yon re going to see new faces ami 
new ideas " 6 

After the election, Mr, Carter promptly named Cyrus Vance to be his 
Secretary of State and Zbigniew Rrzeionski to be the head of National 
Security, exactly whal Mr. Jordan had said would never happen. Rut the 
real question is; What is it about Mr. Vance Etnd Mr, Brzezinsfcl that 
prompted Jordan to make such a statement? And the answer is that these two 
men are pillars uf the very Establishment that candidate Carter £u often 
attacked. 

When Jimmy Carter appointed him to be Secretary of State. Cyrus Vance 
was a Wall Street lawyer, the Chairman of the Board of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and a veteran of service in the Kennedy, Johnson and Nixon 
Administrations. 

Zbigniew Rnmdnski had taught at Harvard and Columbia Universities, 
served in the State Department during the Johnson Administration, and 
authored numerous hooks and articles lor various Establishment pub- 
lishers and periodicals. 
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But, beyond till of these Establishment credent sals, at the lime nf their 
appointment by Jimmy Curler, both Vance and Rrzezinski were members of 
I he Board oF Director? nf :i little- known organization called The Council 
nri Foreign Relations. Also, each was a member of the very exclusive 
Trilateral Commission Most Americans have ikvct heard of these two 
organizations- Rut knowing something about them h essential to under 
standing has been going on in Am erica for several decades So, let us 
examine, first, The Council on Foreign Relations and then, later on. The 
Trilateral Commission 


The House Blueprint 

The Council on Foreign Relations 7 was incorporated in 1921. tt is a 
private group which Is headquartered at the comer of Park Avenue and 6Bth 
Street in New r York City, in a building given to the ingunizaLiuu b> the 
Rockefeller family in 1921), 

The CFR's founder, Edward Mandril House, hud been the chief adviser 
of President Woodrow Wilson. E louse was not only Wilsons most 
prominent aide, lie actually dominated the President. Woodrow Wilson 
inferred In House ns “my utter ego (my other self), and it is totally 
accurate to say that House, not Wilson, was the most powerful individual 
in our Hatton during the Wilson Administration, from 1913 until 1931. 

Unfortunately for America, it 3s also true that Edward Mandcll House 
was a Marxist whose goal was to socialize the United States, in 1912. House 
wrote the book, Philip Dm: Administrator,* Its it, he said he was working for 
"Socialism as dreamed of by Karl Marx The original edition of the book 
did not name House as its author, but he made it dear in numerous ways 
I hat he indeed was its creator. 

In Philip Dm. AdnrtntitTQtor^ Edward Mandcll E louse laid out a 
fictionalized plan for the conquest of America, lie told of a ' conspira- 
cy" (the word is his) which would gain control of both the Democratic and 
Republican Parties, and use them us instruments in the creation of a 
socialistic world government. 

The book called for passage of a graduated income tax and for the 
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establishment of a state-eon trolled central bank lls si eps toward I he 
ultimate goal, Both of these proposalis are planks in The ( Mmmtinijtt 
Mtmijttttof And both became law in 1913, during the very first year of the 
House-dominated Wilson Vd ministration 

The House plan called for the United States to give up its sovereignty to 
the League of Nations at the dose ol World War L Bill: when the IS. 
Senate refused to ratify Americas entry into the League, Edward Maude 1 1 
1 louse s drive toward world government was slowed down Disappoifitetl, 
but not beaten, House and his friends then formed the Conned on Foreign 
Relations, whose purpose right from its inception was to destroy the 
freedom and independence of the United Stales and lead our nation hi to a 
world government — if not through the League of Nations, then through 
another world Organisation that would be started after another world war 
The control of that world government, of course, was to be in the hands of 
House and like-minded individuals. 

Erom its beginning in 1921. the CFR began to attract men of power and 
influence. In the late 1920s. important financing for the CFR came from 
the Rockefeller Foundation and the Carnegie Foundation. In 1940, at the 
invitation of President Roosevelt, members of the CFR gained domination 
over the State Department, and they have maintained that domination ever 
since. 

The Making of Presidents 

By 1944. Edward Mandeb House was deceased, but his plan for taking 
control of our nation's major political parties began to be realized In 1944 
and in 1948, the Republican candidate for President, Thomas Dewey . was a 
CFR member. In later years, the CFR could boas! that Republicans 
Eisenhower and Nixon were members, \.ts were Democrats Steven win, 
Kennedy, Humphrey, and McGovern. The American people were told they 
had a choice when they voted for President. But with precious few 
exceptions;, Presidential candidates fur decades have been CFR members. 

Rut the CFR’s influence had also spread to oilier vital areas of 
American life its members have run T or are running, NBC and CRS, The 
New York Times, The Washington Post, The Des Maine* Register, and many 
other important newspapers. The leaders of Time, Life. Newsweek. Fortune. 


BiitfnfiftS Week, and numerous other publications are CFR members. The 
organization's members also dominate iElc- academic world, top corpora ~ 
linns, the huge tax-exempt foundation s, labor unions, the military, and Just 
about every segment of American life, 11 - 1 

Lets look aE the Council"* Annual Report published iit 1978. The 
organization s memliership list names 1,878 members, and I he list reads like 
a ' ' W h n ' s W Eh s ' ’ in A me rj ca El eve n ( i! F R m e m I icrs :i ri l U S V na tors : 1 J even 
more Congressmen belong to the organization bitting on top of this 
immensely powerful pyramid, as Chairman of the Hoard, is David 
Rockefeller. 

As can Eio seen in that CFR Annua] Report, 284 of its members are L S. 
government officials Any organization which can boast that 281 of its 
members are U.S. government officials should be well known. Vet most 
Americans have never even heard of the Council on Foreign Relations. 

One reason why this is so is that 171 journalists, correspondents, and 
communications executives art' also CFR members, and they don t write 
about the organization In fact. CFR members rarely talk about the 
organization inasmuch as it is an express condition of membership that any 
disclosure of what goes on at CFR meetings shall ho regarded as grounds 
for termination of membership 1 * 

Carter and CFR Clout 

And so, very few Americans knew that something was wrong when Jimmy 
Charter packed his Administration with the same crowd that has been running 
things for decades. When he won the Democratic Party's nomination, 
Jimmy Carter chose t I K member Waller Mondale to be his running mate. 
After the election. Mr Carter chose CFR members Cyrus Vance, Harold 
Brown, and W. Michael Blunienthal to lx* the Secretaries of State, 
Defense mid Treasury — the top three Cabinet positions. 

Other top Carter appointees who are CFR members include Joseph 
CuIifaiiQ, Secretary of HEW. Patricia Roberts Harris, Secretary of HUD: 
Stand it- Id Turner, CI A Director; Zbigniew Brzcziniki, Presidential Na- 
tional Security Advisor: and Andrew Young* Ambassador to the 1 United 
Nations. The names of scores of Assistant Secretaries, L ndor Secretaries, 
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Ambassadors, anil other appointees can also be to unci on the CFR member- 
ship mster. As we have already noted, a tota] nf 284 CFR members hold 
positions in the Carter Administration. 

To pul iL mildly, the CFR has a great deal of clout. In our o pinion, 
however, not every member of tho CFR is fully committed to carrying out 
Edward Mandell House's conspiratorial plan. Many have been flattered 
by art invitation to join a study group, which is what the CFR rails itself. 
Others go along because of personal benefits such as a nice job and a new 
importance. Rul all are used to promote the destruction of I S. sovereign- 
ty. Over the years, only a few members have ever had the courage and the 
awareness to speak out about the CFR, These few are now ex- members who 
have always been ignored, by the press. ■* 

Tuw r afd World (lovernmenl 

The CFR publishes a very informative quarterly journal called Foreign 
Affair* , More often than nut. important new shifts in L’.S. policy, or highly 
indicative altitudes ol political ligurcs have been telegraphed in iL:> pages. 
When he was pre [firing to run for the Presidency in ]967. lor instance, 
Richard Nixon made himself acceptable to the Insiders of the Establish- 
ment with an article in the October 19(57 issue of Foreign Affairs r M In it, he 
called lur a new policy uf openness toward Red China, a policy which lie 
himself later initiated iri 1972. 

The April 1974 issue of ioreign Affairs, carried a very explicit recom- 
mendation for carrying out the wur Id-government scheme of CFR founder 
Edward M undell Huuse. Authored by Stale Department veteran and Colum- 
bia University Professor Richard X. Gardner {himself a CFR merrilier), "The 
Hard Road to World Order' admits that a single leap into world govern- 
ment via an organization tike the United Nations is unrealistic 14 

Instead, Gardner urged the continued piecemeal delivery of oljt nut ion s 
sovereignty to a variety of international organizations. He called lor "an 
end run around national sovereignty, eroding it piece by piece " That means 
an end to our nation's sovereignty. 

And fu 1 named as organizations to accomplish his goal the Internationa] 
Monetary Fond, the World Rank, the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
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Trade, the Law of the Sea Conference, llie Work! Food Cnnlerence, the 
World Population Cnnference* disarmament programs, and a United 
Nations military force , This approach, Gardner ha id, "can produce some 
re marks hit* Ltincessiom of suYereignty that could not be achieved cm an 
across- 1 he* boa rd ha si s 

Bichard Gardner's preference for destroying the freedom and indepen- 
dence of the United Slates in favor of the O K's goal of world 
government thoroughly dominates top circles in our nation today. The men 
who would scrap our nation's Constitution are praised as '“progressives’ and 
"far-sighted thinkers. The only question that remains among these 
powerful Insiders is which method tn use to carry out their treasonous plan 

The Trilateral Angle 

Unfort unatcly, the Council oil Foreign Relations is not the only group 
proposing an end to the sovereignly id the United Staten In ] 073, another 
organization which now thoroughly dominates the Carter Administration 
first saw the light of day. This one is called The Trilateral Commission. 

The Trilateral Commission s mots stem from the btiok ^'jIllwn Twci 
Ages, 16 written by Zbigniew Brzez-inskt in 1970 The following quotations 
from that book show how closely Rrzezin ski's thinking parallels that of 
CFIt founder Edward Mandell House. 

On Page 72, Brzezinski writes: "Marxism is simultaneously a victory of 
I he external, active man over the inner, passive man and a victory of reason 
over belief." 

On Page 83, he states:" Marxism, disseminated on the popular level in 
the form ol Communisnlp represented a major advance in man s ability to 
conceptualize hts relationship to his world. 

On Page IS3, we find "Marxism supplied the best available insight into 
co nte m por ary realit y . ' ' 

Nowhere does Mr. Rrzezinski tell his readers that the Marxism "in the 
form of Communism/' which he praises, has been responsible fur die 
murder of approximately IW million human beings in the Twentieth 
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Century, lias brought about the enslavement of over u billion mure, and 
has caused want, privation and despair fur all but the few criminals who 
run the Communist- dominated nations. 

On Page 198, after discussing America's shortcomings, Braezmski writes: 
America is undergoing a new revolution which unmasks its obsolescence. 
We disagree; America is not obsolete. 

On Page 260, he proposes " deliberate management of the American 
future," with the "planner as the key social legislator and manipulator," 
The central planning that he wants for our country is a cardinal 
underpinning of Communism and the very opposite of the way things are 

done in a free country. 

On Page 296, Mr. Brzezinskl suggests piecemeal movement toward a 
Bi com ill unity of nations . . . through a variety of indirect tics and already 
developing limitations on national sovereignty. Here, we have the same 
proposal that has been offered by Richard Gardner in the CKK publication 
Fpr^n Affairs 

Br Kozin ski then calls for the forging of community links among the 
United States, Western Europe, and Japan; and the extension of these links 
to more advanced Communist countries. Finally, on Page 308 of his 309- 
page book, he lets us know that what he really wants is “the goal of world 
government r 

A Meeting of Minds 

Zbigniew Rrzezmski s RttlweifTt Tuxi A^es was published in J979 while he 
was a professor in New j York CiU What happened, quite simply, is that 
David Rockefeller read the book and, in 15573, Mr Rockefeller 
launched the new Trilateral Commission, whose purposes include linking 
North America, Western Europe, and japan "In their economic relations, 
their political and defense relations, their relations with developing 
countries, and their relations with Communist countries “ fc: 

The original literature of The Trilateral Commission also states, 
exactly as Brzczmskls book had proposed, that the more advanced Commu- 
nist states could become partners in the alliance leading to world 
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government. In short David Rockefeller implemented Rrzexin ski's pro- 
posal The only change was the addition of Canada, so that The Trilateral 
Commission preset it I > includes members from North America, Western 
Europe, and japan, nut just the United Staters, Western Europe, anti Japan. 

Then David Rockefeller hired Zbigniew Rrzczinski away from Colum- 
bia University and appointed him to be the Director of The Trilateral 
Commission. Later, Lei 1973, the little known Governor of Georgia, Jimmy 
Carter, was invited Eu become a founding member of The Trilateral 
Commission. Mr, Carter was later to say: 

"Membership on this Commission has provided me with a splendid 
learning opportunity, and many of the members have helped me in 
my study of foreign al fairs. Ifli 

We don't doubt that for a minute. 

Garter’* Trilateral Team 

When ] Lunin Carter won tile nomination uE the Democratic Party, he 
chose CFR member acid Tri kit era list Waiter Mondale to hr his running 
mate. Then, the man who told America that he would clean the Insiders 
out chose Cyrus Vance, W. Michael Lilu mondial, and Harold Brown for 
the lop three Cabinet posts, and each of these men is a Trilateral is L as 
well a,s a CFR member. Other Trilateralists appointed by Mr. Carter 
include Zbigniew Rr/erinski as National Security Assistant; Andrew Ynung as 
Ambassador to the United Nations; Richard N. Gardner as Ambassador to 
Italy; and several others as top government officials. 

The members! up list of The Trilateral Commission now notes seventeen 
"Former Members in Public Service including Carter, Mondale, Vance, 
etc. Their places fin the Com mission have hern taken by other influential 
Americans so that approximately eighty Americans, along with ten Cana- 
dians, ninety Western Europeans, and seventy five Japanese are member* 
today. Among the current Triktcrdists can be found six Senators; four 
Congressmen; two Governors; Dudley Donovan, the Editor-in-Chief of 
TIME Incorporated; Winston Ixird, President of I he Council on Foreign 
Relations; William li. Brock, Chairman of the Republican National 
Committee; and Dr. Henry Kissinger. 15 ' 
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As with the CFIl, we do not believe El ml every member of The Trilateral 
Commission is fully committed to the destruction of the United States, 
Some of these men actually believe that the world would be ft better 
place il the United Stales would give up its independence In the interests 
of world government Others go along for the ride, a ride which moans a 
ticket to fame, comfortable living, and constant flattery. Some, of course, 
really do run tilings and real I > do want to scrap our na tirin' s independence 

On March 21, 1978, The Sen: York Time# featured an article about 
Zbigniew Rrze^mskfs close relationship with the President, 50 lu part, it 
reads The two men met for the first time four years ago when Mr. 
Rrxezlnski was executive director of The Trilateral Commission . and 
had the foresight to ask the then obscure former Governor of Georgia to 
join its distinguished ranks. Their initial teach r-r -student relationship bios 
suiiicd during the campaign and appears to have grown closer slilL 

The teacher in this relationship praises Marxism, thinks the United States 
is obsolete, and is (he brains behind a scheme to end the sovereignty of the 
United States for the purpose of building a world government- Ami the 
student in the President of the United Staten. 

What It All Means 

Let's summarize the situation we have been describing in three short 
statements, 

1. President Carter, who was a member of the Insider-controlled 
Trilateral Commission as early as 1973, repeatedly told the nation 
during the 197tj political campaign that he was going to gel rid of the 
Establishment Insiders if he became President. Bui when he look 
office, he promptly filled bis Administration with memhers of the 
Council on Foreign Relations and The Trilateral Commission, the 
most prominent Insider organizations in America. 

2, The Council on Foreign Relations was conceived by a Marxist, 
Edward Man dell House, for the purpose of creating a one- world 
government by destroying the freedom and independence of all 
nations, especially including our own. [ts Chairman of the Board is 


Davit! Rockefeller, And its memfrers have immense control over uur 
government and much of American life 

3. The Trilateral Commission was conceived by Zbigniew Briez- 
mski, who praises Marxism, who thinks the United States is obsolete, 
and who also wants to create a one-WEjrld government. Its founder 
and driving Force is also David Rockefeller And it s ton, exercises 
extraordinary control over the government of the United States. 

The effect of the Council on Foreign Relations and The Trilateral 
Commission on the affairs of our nation is easy to see. Diir own 
government tin longer ants in its own interest; we no longer win any wars we 
fight; and we constantly tie ourselves to International agreements, pacts 
and conventions. And, our leaders have developed blatant preferences for 
Communist U.S.S.R., Communist Chiba, an d Communist China, while they 
continue to work for world government, which has always been the goal 
of Communism. 

The Insider domination of our government is why America s leaders now 
give I lie hacks u! their hands to anti-Cummunisl nations such as South 
Korea, Rhodesia, Chile, and our loyal allies in Taiwan. These few nations 
do not want to join with Communists in a world government, and therefore, 
they are being suppressed. In short, our government has become pro 
Communist. 

More Observations 

The Carter Administration, unfortunately, is only the current manifes- 
tation of this problem that has infected our nation for decades. Previous 
administrations, however, have carefully pretended to be anti- Communist 
and pro-American, But there is very little pretense in an Admimst ration 
which arranges to give the Panama Canal to a Communist-dominated 
government in Panama, and pays the Beds S'ltXJ million to take it Dr, when 
our President turns his back on America s allies in China and diplomat 
tcally recognizes the Red Chinese, who run the most brutal tyranny on 
earth. Or. when our President continues to disarm unci weaken the United 
States, even as he presses for more aid and trade with Red China and Red 
Russia. 


The foreign policy of the Carter Administration which h totally 
do in limit'd by CFR and Trilateral Commission members, could hardly be 
worse. Bill the domestic policies uf mar government also I Li into the 
scheme I'-ci- weaken thn United States and to destroy tin 1 Freedom of our 
people Govern rnenU caused inflation continues to weaken the dollar and 
destroy the economy of mu nation. Federal controls continue to humstring 
America s productive might. And the Carter energy policy can be summed 
up very simply as a program to deny America the use of its own energy 
resources and En bring this nation to its knees through shortages and 
dependence on foreign suppliers 

The real goal of our own government's leaders is to make the United 
States into a carbon copy ot a Communist state, and then to merge all 
nations into a one- world system run by a powerful Few. And in 1353, one 
of the individuals committed to exactly that goal said as much in a very 
explicit way. 

That individual was 11. Rowan Gaither, a CFR member who was the 
President of the very powerful Ford Foundation. It was during the 
preliminary stages of a Congressional investigation into the activities of 
the huge tax-exempt foundations that Mr. Gaither invited Norman Dodd, 
the Director ui Research fur the Congressional Committee, to Kurd 
Foundation headquarters in New York City.
